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.Report  on  the  working  of  the  Ranchi  1  rsci ian  Mental  Hospital  'for  the 

Triennium  1927—29. 


1.  Administration. — Major  J.  E.  Dhunjibhoy,  i.m.s.,  Superintendent,  held 

charge  of  the  Hospital  from  1st  January  1927  to  17th  December  1927  and 
from  9th  January  1928  to  14th  December  1928  and  from  18th  January  1929 
to  26th  May  1929  and  Dr.  J.  Roy,  m.b.,  d.p.m.  (Eng.),  first  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent  from  18th  December  1927  to  8th  January  1928  and  I  held  charge 
of  the  Hospital  once  from  the  15th  December  1928  to  12th  January  1929 
and  then  again  from  the  27th  May  1929  up  to  the  end  of  the  triennium  under 
report  during  the  absence  of  the  permanent  Superintendent  Major  J.  E. 
Dhunjibhoy,  who  went  abroad  on  leave. 

2.  Provinces  served . — The  hospital  continues  to  receive  patients  from 
the  provinces  of  Bengal  and  Bihar  and  Orissa. 

3.  Accommodation.— The  accommodation  of  the  hospital  remained  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  years,  viz.,  1,014  for  males  and  272  for  females,  total 
1,286.  The  total  accommodation  is  apportioned  three-fourths  for  Bengal  and 
a  quarter  for  Bihar  and  Orissa. 

The  male  section  of  the  hospital  remained  congested  throughout  the 
triennium  under  report.  The  following  factors  contribute  to  overcrowding  : — 

(1)  The  following  table  shows  that  the  total  accommodation  provided  in 
this  hospital  is  less  than  what  was  available  in  the  three  mental  hospitals, 
viz.  Berhampore,  Dacca  and  Patna,  all  of  which  have  since  been  amalgamated 
into  thi3  institution.

That  is  to  say,  for  male  patients  175  fewer  beds  are  provided  in  this  hospital 
than  the  total  combined  accommodation  that  existed  in  the  three  Mental 
Hospitals  of  Bengal  and  Bibar  and  Orissa,  since  abolished. 

(2)  Again,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  statement  appended  below  that  in 
proportion  to  population  of  the  Provinces  of  Bengal  and  Bihar  and  Orissa  there 
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is  much  less  accommodation  available  for  their  mental  patients  in  hospitals 
than  that  provided  by  other  provinces  in  India.

(3)  With  the  gradual  education  of  public  opinion  as  regards  the  utility 
of  institutional  treatment  of  mental  diseases  and  also  with  the  popularity 
which  the  hospital  has  gained,  the  public  now  hesitate  less  in  seeking  admis¬ 
sion  for  their  relatives  into  a  mental  hospital. 

(4)  Last,  but  not  least,  it  is  recognised  that  in  a  mental  hospital  deaths 
and  discharges  never  equal  admissions.  This  is  due  to  a  large  number  of 
infirm,  incurable  and  homeless  cases  accumulating  from  year  to  year.  There 
are  several  patients  in  this  hospital  who  have  been  continuing  as  inmates  for 
nihre  than  30  years.  Recently,  one  patient  died  in  this  hospital  at  the  age 
of  about  80  years.  He  was  in  mental  hospitals  for  46  years. 

The  need  for  increasing  the  accommodation  in  various  directions  has  been 
fully  realised  by  the  Managing  Committee  and  has  been  the  subject  of  careful 
examination  by  Government.  A  scheme  of  expansion  has  now  been  accepted 
which  provides  for  a  total  number  of  1,60)  patients,  this  number  being  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  the  maximum  with  which  one  institution  under  one  adminis¬ 
trative  head  can  deal  suitably  ;  and  plans  and  estimates  for  the  additional 
buildings  required  have  been  prepared.  Owing  to  financial  stringency  effect 
could  not  unfortunately  he  given  to  these  proposals  during  the  period  under 
review. 


4.  'Patients. — The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  patients  resident 
in  the  hospital  on  the  1st  of  January  of  the  three  years  of  the  triennium 
under  review

It  may  be  noted  here  that  a  comparison  of  the  statistics  of  admission  of 
patients,  their  discharge,  ages,  etc ,  etc.,  during  the  triennium  under  report 
with  those  of  the  previous  triennium  is  not  of  much  value  inasmuch  as  the 
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majority  of  those  admitted  during  the  latter  period  were  chronic  cases  and 
merely  transfers  who  had  been  for  years  already  in  residence  in  other  Mental 
Hospitals,  namely  Berhampore,  Dacca  and  Patna  Mental  Hospitals. 


5.  The  maximum  number  resident  in  the  hospital  on  any  one  night 
was  1,274  (1,065  males,  209  females)  in  1929  against  1,395  (1,161  males,  231 
females)  in  1928  and  1,438  (1,196  males,  242  females)  in  1927. 

6.  Total  admissions— The  admissions  during  the  triennium  under  review 
are  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

No  useful  comparison  can  be  drawn  from  the  above  figures  as  admissions 
in  1928  and  1929  would  have  been  more  than  the  number  of  admissions  in 
1927  had  we  not  been  compelled  to  refuse  admission  to  numerous  applicants 
for  wrant  of  accommodation.  No  restriction  was  imposed  on  the  admission 
of  patients  in  1927  whereas  the  admission  of  non-dangerous  patients  in  1928 
and  1929  were  totally  refused  for  want  of  accommodation.  About  188  written 
applications  were  refused  admissions  in  1929  besides  numerous  verbal  and 
unofficial  applications.  Government,  however,  agreed  to  the  proposal  of  the 
Superintendent  to  admit  50  more  male  patients  than  the  sanctioned  capacity 
provided  for.  This  number  is  carefully  filled  from  time  to  time  by  dangerous 
patients  waiting  in  Jails  for  admission  into  this  hospital.

8.  Total  population. — 1,367  (1,129  males,  238  females)  were  treated  during 
1929  against  1,505  (1,246  males,  259  females)  in  1928  and  1,671  (1,398  males, 
273  females)  in  1927. 

The  gradual  decrease  is  due  to  stricter  restriction  imposed  every  year  on 
admission. 


9.  Daily  average  strength . — The  daily  average  strength  in  1929  was 
1257*12  as  compared  with  133241  in  1928  and  1409*53  in  1927. 

10.  (a)  The  ratio  per  cent,  of  cases  cured  to  the  daily  average  strength 
was  3*24  males,  7*18  females,  total  3’89  in  1929  as  compared  with  8'52  males, 
13-73  females  total  9*38  in  1928  and  15’74  males,  14-04  females,  total  15-5^ 
in  1927. 

The  progressive  fall  in  the  percentage  of  cures  to  daily  average  strength 
is  mainly  due  to  fewer  patients  being  admitted  every  year  and  then  of  those 
admitted  most  being  chronic  and  incurable  cases. 
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(5)  The  ratio  per  cent,  of  cures  to  the  total  admissions  was  16*94>  males, 
22*22  females,  total  18*60  in  1929  against  30*86  males,  16*00  females,  total 
27'36  in  1928  and  30*87  males,  13*20  females,  total  27*41  in  1927. 

The  marked  decrease  in  1929  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  larger  number  of 
incurable  cases  was  admitted  during  the  year.  Besides,  owing  to  restriction 
imposed  on  admission  for  want  of  accommodation  in  this  hospital,  many 
patients  prior  to  their  admission  into  this  hospital  had  to  remain  in  jails,  in 
some  cases  for  months  together,  which  also  greatly  retarded  the  progress 
of  early  recovery.  This  procedure  was  unfortunately  unavoidable. 

Birth. — One  female  patient  was  admitted  in  a  state  of  pregnancy.  She 
gave  birth  to  a  healthy  male  child  two  months  later.  This  birth  is  excluded 
from  calculation. 


11.  Death  rate. — The  percentage  of  deaths  to  daily  average  strength 
during  the  triennium  under  review  is  given  in  the  following  table  : —

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  death  rate  for  the  year  1929  was  lower 
than  in  the  preceding  two  years  which  again  were  the  lowest  of  all  the 
principal  mental  hospitals  in  India  as  ascertained  later. 

12.  Causes  of  death.— The  chief  causes  of  death  among  patients  resident 
in  the  hospital  during  the  triennium  under  review  are  shown  in  the  following

13.  The  general  health  of  the  patients  was  good  throughout  the  period 
under  report.  The  daily  average  number  of  sick  treatedjn  the  hospital  for 
bodily  ailments  was  57*42  in  1929  as  compared  with  68*67  in  1928  and  65*45 

in  1927.

14.  Cases  under  observation  -

remand  for  brief  periods  of  observation  during  the  triennium  was  58  (50  males 
and  8  females),  via.,  27  (24  males  and  3  females)  in  1929,  15  (11  males  and 
4  females)  in  1928  and  16  (15  males  and  1  female)  in  1927.  Of  the  58  cases, 
29  (22  males  and  7  females)  were  certified  and  admitted,  8  (7  males  and 
1  female)  were  discharged  as  uneertifiable,  20  (males)  were  certified  as 
harmless  insanes  and  were  released  by  the  Committing  Magistrates  and  one 
male  (convict  patient)  who  was  sent  to  this  hospital  for  special  observation 
by  order  of  the  Hon’ble  High  Court,  Patna,  was  returned  to  the  Hanehi 
jail  after  necessary  observation.

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The  gradual  decrease  in  the  number  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  several 
old  patients  charged  with  petty  offences  were  subsequently  transferred  to  the 
non-criminal  class  with  the  sanction  of  the  Government  concerned  and  partly 
due  to  the  restricted  admission  of  patients. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  Committing 
Magistrates  to  send  such  patients  as  criminal  patients  instead  of  as  non-criminal 
patients  has  not  yet  ceased. 

16.  Statement  no.  Ill  gives  the  religion,  sex  and  residence  of  the 
patients  admitted  during  the  period  under  review. 

17.  Statement  no.  IV  shows  the  previous  occupation  of  patients 
admitted  into  this  hospital  during  the  period  under  review. 

IS.  Statement  no.  V  shows  the  ages  of  patients  admitted  during  the 
triennium  under  review.  It  will  appear  from  the  statement  given  below  that . 
the  age  that  supplied  the  largest  number  of  inmates  during  the  triennium  was 
between  20  to  40.  The  age  between  40  and  60  claims  the  next  in  order  of 
frequency.

19.  Statement  no.  VI  deals  with  the  types  of  insanity  treated  during  the 
triennium  under  report.  Mania,  Melancholia,  Dementia  Praecox  and  Toxic 
Insanity  (Ganja)  were  the  principal  types  treated  in  the  hospital  during  the 
triennium  under  report.  One  case  of  chronic  Encephalitis  Lethargica  was 
admitted  in  1929  and  another  case  of  this  disease  was  diagnosed  by  Major 
J.  E.  Dhunjibhoy,  i.m.s.,  in  1928,  besides  the  11  eases  of  chronic  Encephalitis 
Lethargica  which  were  suspected  in  1927  were  later  definitely  diagnosed  as 
such  by  him.  It  is  interesting  to  «note  that  the  occurrence  of  this  disease 
among  the  admissions  in  Mental  Hospitals  in  India  was  first  brought  to  notice 
in  1928  by  Major  Dhunjibhoy. 

20.  Paying  patients.—  Sixty  paying  patients  (48  males,  12  females)  were 
treated  during  the  year  1929  as  compared  with  67  (54  males,  13  females)  in 
1928  and  63  (53  males  and  10  females)  in  1927. 

Paying  Patients’  Wards  have  not  yet  been  built  and  the  same  arrangement 
as  has  been  mentioned  in  the  previous  years’  Annual  Deports  continues  for  the 
accommodation  of  paying  patients  of  both  sexes.  Several  applications  for 
admission  of  paying  patients  of  both  sexes  had  to  be  refused  during  the 
triennium  under  report  for  want  of  accommodation. 

Every  year  there  is  more  demand  for  seats  for  paying  patients  as  the 
general  public  have  now  realised  the  importance  of  present  day  institutional 
treatment  at  an  early  stage  of  the  disease.  On  account  of  the  grooving 
popularity  of  this  hospital,  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  from  the  large 
number  of  applications  that  the  paying  patients’  wards  when  built  will  be 
filled  up  rapidly. 

2] .  Suicide. — I  am  happy  to  record  that  there  was  no  case  of  suicide 
during  the  triennium  under  report,  although  several  serious  attempts  were 
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made  by  potential  suicides  generally  by  trying  to  strangle  or  hang  themselves. 
The  attendant  staff  of  the  Suicidal  Ward  deserve  much  credit  for  their 
unremitting  vigilance  which  prevented  any  misadventure  from  happening 
among  a  large  number  of  patients. 

22.  Accidents  mid  injuries. — Some  minor  accidents  and  injuries  took  place 
during  the  iriennium  under  report  but  none  were  serious  except  in  one  case  of 
assault  by  a  patient  which  amounted  to  grievous  hurt  as  mentioned  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1928.  In  a  large  Mental  Hospital  like  this  all  the 
staff  have  had  to  run  the  risk  of  personal  violence  in  some  way  or  other  in 
their  attempts  to  avert  sudden  critical  situations  brought  on  by  dangerous 
patients,  an  instance  of  which  was  already  given  in  the  Annual  Report  of 
1928.  During  the  year  1929,  one  male  patient  very  nearly  throttled  to  death 
the  jamadar  of  his  block  under  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  latter  was  his  father 
against  wbcm  he  had  a  grudge.  Another  patient  climbed  up  a  tree  and  kept  at 
bay  a  large  number  of  staff  with  a  stick  in  her  hand.  She  was,  however, 
brought  down  unhurt  by  a  keeper  who  had  received  serious  injuries  from  her 
on  his  head. 


23.  Autopsies. — 109  post-mortems  were  performed  during  the  triennium 
under  review  as  shown  below  and  interesting  specimens  of  brain,  etc.,  hdve 
been  preserved.

24.  Escapes. — There  were  only  5  escapes  during  the  triennium  under 
report,  namely,  1  in  1927,  2  in  1928  and  2  in  1929  ;  three  of  them  were 
recaptured  and  brought  back  and  2  are  still  at  large. 

25.  Sanitation.— General  sanitation  of  the  hospital 
throughout  the  triennium  under  review.  There  wras  no 
any  kind  either  in  the  hospital  or  in  the  staff  lines, 
patients’  clothing  and  bedding  in  “  Thresh  Disinfectors” 
carried  out  during  the  period  under  review.

26.  Treatment  of  mental  conditions. — (i)  Hydroth  erapy  (prolonged 
bath). — 9  cases  were  treated  in  1927,  39  in  1928  and  43  in  1929.  Of  the  43 
cases  treated  in  1929  the  total  number  of  hours  of  immersion  was  recorded  to 
be  7,476  and  the  average  number  of  hours  of  immersion  per  patient  was 
173*86.  Hydrotherapy  holds  a  high  place  in  the  treatment  of  excited  patients 
and  the  results  obtained  throughout  the  period  under  report  are  most  encourag¬ 
ing.  Unfortunately  this  important  therapy  could  not  be  administered  more 
extensively  for  want  of  a  proper  Hydrotherapy  Ward  This  is  one  of  the  needs 
provided  for  in  the  expansion  scheme. 

(ii)  Dietetic — In  a  Mental  Hospital  dietary  has  a  very  important  place 
in  the  treatment  of  mental  condition  of  patients,  in  fact  a  large  percentage  of 
recoveries  is  due  mainly  to  a  well  balanced  nourishing  diet.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  the  diet  scales  have  been  very  critically  examined  by  Rai 
Bahadur  Dr.  ChuniLal  Bose,  c.t.e,,  m.b.,  f.c.s.,  i.s.o.,  late  Chemical  Examiner 
to  the  Government  of  Bengal,  and  the  improvements  suggested  by  him  have 
been  given  effect  to,  so  that  the  present  scales  of  diet  are  ideal  from  the  point 
of  Calorie  and  nutritive  values.  During  the  triennium  under  report  the 
scales  of  diet  were  compared  with  those  fixed  for  Indian  patients  of  other 
mental  hospitals  in  India  and  were  found  to  be  superior  in  every  respect. 
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The  weight  chart  of  the  patients  showed  a  general  rise  throughout  the 
triennium  under  report.  In  1929,  it  was  noticed  that  the  male  patients 
gained  weights  on  the  average  T32  lbs.  per  head  and  the  female  patients  (5’30 
lbs.  per  head. 

As  usual,  forcible  feeding  and  nasal  feeding  were  resorted  to  as  often  as 
necessary  in  several  cases.  One  Stupor  case  has  been  nasally  fed  for  the  last 
28  months. 

(Hi)  Malarial  Therapy. — Although  the  type  of  mental  disease,  viz., 
G.  P.  I.,  in  which  it  is  eminently  successful  is  not  prevalent  in  India,  still 
appreciable  beneficial  effects  have  been  noticed  in  a  few  cases  of  Mania.  In 
1929,  7  cases  were  treated  but  only  two  showed  marked  improvement,  while 
in  1928,  6  cases  were  treated  with  indifferent  results. 

( iv )  Occupational  Therapy. — This  has  been  carried  out  as  vigorously  as 
before.  Patients  are  principally  occupied  in  remunerative  work  which  is 
mainly  directed  towards  remoulding  the  more  primitive  manipulative  capaci¬ 
ties  and  which  makes  very  little  demand  on  the  more  complex  mental  processes 
at  the  same  time.  The  patients  are  chiefly  engaged  in  gardening,  weaving, 
cane  and  bamboo  work,  smithy,  carpentcry,  tailoring  and  miscellaneous 
domestic  works,  while  some  are  engaged  also  in  mending  clothes,  cobbling, 
lace-making,  knitting,  office  work,  etc.  So  that  the  patients’  labour  is  fully 
utilised  towards  supplying  the  needs  of  the  hospital,  which  apart  from  its 
therapeutic  effect  on  patients  themselves,  serves  to  keep  down  the  rates  of  the 
institution.  The  Weaving  section  was  considerably  expanded  in  1928  and 
1929. 

Some  of  the  female  patients  had  some  lessons  in  reading  and  writing 
(primary)  during  the  triennium  under  report.  They  took  keen  interest  in  the 
matter. 

(e)  iDrugs  etc. — (a)Ppilepsy.—  Musken’s  treatment  with  preparations  of 
mercury  'was  tried  in  17  old  cases  of  epilepsy  during  1928  and  1929,  but 
unfortunately  the  results  were  not  encouraging  in  ou£  series. 

(5)  Encephalitis  Lethorgica. — A  full  report  of  treatment  of  this  fell 
disease  given  to  some  of  the  patients  of  this  hospital  during  the  triennium 
under  review  was  contributed  in  the  Indian  Medical  Gazette  by  Major 
J.  E.  Dhunjibhoy,  i.m.s.  Injections  of  Hyoscine  Hydrobromide  were  exten¬ 
sively  given  and  the  results  were  not  discouraging. 

( c )  Organotherapy.— Tins  was  tried  throughout  the  triennium  under 
report  in  a  few  cases  with  no  better  results  than  previous  years.  Thyroid 
Gland  w7as  found  to  be  very  useful  as  an  45  activating  agent  ”  in  acute 
Melancholia  and  Stuporous  cases. 

(vi)  Psychotherapy.— 4  cases  were  treated  during  the  triennium  under 
review7  with  suggestions  under  hypnosis  with  satisfactory  results. 

(pit)  Recreation. — As  usual  the  patients  took  an  active  interest  in  both 
outdoor  and  indoor  games,  namely,  Hockey,  Football,  Tennis,  Badminton, 
Croquet,  Chess,  Bice,  Cards,  Carrom,  Ludo,  Ting  Fong,  etc.  Several  matches 
were  played  with  the  following  Football  Associations  of  Kanchi  and  Kanke  on 
the  Hospital  ground.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  all  the  matches  the 
Hospital  team  won.

Athletic  Sports  for  the  patients  and  staff  were  held  in  1928  and  1929 
during  the- X’mas  weeks  and  were  very  much  appreciated, — in  fact,  many 
j  ■■  dents  look  forward  to  these  events  wdfch  great  eagerness. 
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(viii)  Musical  and  other  entertainments . — Except,  during  the  latter 
part  of  1929  patients  were  entertained  daily  by  turn  in  the  male  and 
female  sections  by  a  musician.  During  the  triennium  under  report  more 
than  24  dramatic,  performances  were  given  by 


the  Kanke  Dramatic 


Clubs,  Ranchi  Dramatip  Clubs,  Ranchi  Oriya  Club  and  the  Kanke 
Moliila  Samity.  Patients  also  enjoyed  Comic  sketches  of  Prof.  Chitta- 
ranjan  Goswami  and  others.  During  one  of  the  musical  soirees  in  192S  in 
which  some  patients  also  acted,  several  kind-hearted  philanthropic  ladies  and 
gentlemen  including  the  Hon’ble  Ministers  of  Education  and  Local  Self- 
Government  Departments,  Sir  R.  N.  Mukherji,  kt.,  k.  c.  i.  e.,  Lt.-Cob 
N.  P.  Sinha,  I.  M.  s.  (Retired),  Mrs.  Willmore,  Rai  Bahadur  Doctor  Chuni  Lai 
Rose,  c.  i.  e.,  m.  b.,  r.  c.  s.,  I.  s.  o.,  Mr.  S.  N.  Mozumdar,  I.  c.  s.,  graced  the 
occasion.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  my  best  thanks  to  the  organi¬ 
sers  of  these  entertainments  most  of  which  were  either  given  free  or  at,  reduced 
rates  for  the  patients,  and  also  to  the  ladies  and  gentlemen,  who  were  kind 
enough  to  give  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  their  company  in  this  connection. 


A  few  excellent  English  and  Indian  pictures  (Cinema)  were  shown  to  the 
patients  in  1928  and  1929,  which  were  immensely  enjoyed  by  them.  During 
1929  about  200  patients  were  taken  to  Ranchi  daily  for  a  week  to  a  circus. 
A  few  magicians  also  entertained  the  patients  occasionally. 


In  1929  an  8  valve  Radio  Set  with  a  Loud  speaker  was  installed  in  the 
male  section  of  the  Hospital  out  of  special  donation  made  for  the  purpose  by 
Raja  B.  D.  Birla.  Patients  enjoy  immensely  listening  to  Calcutta  and. 
Bombay  music  both  instrumental  and  vocal.  Owing  to  great  distance  from 
the  Broadcasting  Stations  it  is  particularly  clear  and  enjoyable  only  during 
the  winter  months  when  atmospheric  disturbances  are  minimum. 


The  Concert  party  of  the  hospital  which  was  only  organised  in  1928 
continued  to  be  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  the  patients.  The  standard  of 
music  has  improved  considerably  under  the  able  guidance  of  Sub- Assistant 
Surgeon  Dhaniraj  Choudhury.  It  is  only  through  his  unflagging  zeal  and 
persistent  encouragement  to  the  attendant  staff  who  have  volunteered  for 
this  extra  work  that  the  Band  Party  has  been  successful.  A  few  more 
musical  instruments  were  purchased  in  1929. 


At  present  one  of  the  wards  of  a  block  is  temporarily  used  as  an  Amuse¬ 
ment  Hall  where  entertainments,  etc.,  are  held,  but  owing  to  its  very  limited 
space,  a  large  number  of  patients  cannot  be  accommodated. 

(ix)  Feasts. — As  is  customary  all  patients  had  special  feasts  during  Pooja, 
Holi,  X’mas  and  Id  festivals  every  year  which  they  thoroughly  enjoy. 
The  religious  feeling  of  the  patients  are  respected  as  far  as  possible  and  special 
facilities  are  given  to  Hindu,  Muhammadan  and  Christian  patients  for  due 
observance  of  their  respective  festivals. 


Pic-nics. — During  the  fine  weather  patients  were  taken  out  to  the  nearest 
hills,  riversides,  gardens,  etc.,  with  the  hospital  concert  party  and  pic-nicked 
out.  These  outings  were  greatly  appreciated  by  all  those  who  took  part  in  it.

(#)  Parole. — Patients  who  are  convalescing  or  otherwise  dependable  and 
also  non  dependable  patients  were  allowed  throughout  the  triennium  under  report 
to  go  out  daily  for  morning  and  evening  walks— the  former  without  and  the 
latter  with  attendants.  The  number  of  patients  on  parole,  specially  without  an 
attendant,  increased  considerably  in  1928  and  1929.  The  effect  on  the  health 
of  patients  has  been  striking.

to  this  Library  every  year  as  far  as  funds  would  allow. 

27.  Treatment  of  special  physical  conditions — (1)  Syphilis. — 557  specimens 
of  blood,  viz.,  206  in  1928  and  351  in  1929,  were  examined  for  Wassermann 
reaction,  out  of  which  432  were  found  negative,  20  doubtful  and  105  positive, 
and  of  the  latter  96  had  lull  course  of  anti-syphilitic  treatment  with  no 
effect  on  their  mental  condition  but  with  considerable  physical  improvement. 

(2)  Piles. — As  it  is  difficult  to  get  the  mental  patients  to  keep  the 
dressings  on  after  surgical  operations,  injections  of  solutions  of  carbolic  acid 
in  the  piles  vrere  tried  in  five  cases  during  1929  with  satisfactory  results. 

(3)  Dental. — This  treatment  was  only  started  during  the  latter  part  of 
1929  and  so  only  a  few  cases  could  be  attended  to  during  the  short  period, 

(4)  Leprosy. — As  no  more  accommodation  was  available  in  the  Albert 
Victor  Hospital,  Gobra  (Calcutta),  for  insane  lepers  two  leprosy  cases  were 
treated  in  1929  wfith  Chaulmoogra  oil  and  injections  of  Sodium  Hydnocarpate. 

Six  patients  found  to  be  suffering  from  leprosy  were  transferred  to  the 
above  hospital  in  1928  and  1  in  1927. 

(5)  Tuberculosis. — The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  treated  in  this  hospital  during  the

28.  Photography. — Frequent  difficulties  used  to  be  experienced  in  the 
past  with  respect  to  the  identification  of  certain  patients  particularly,  the 
old  demented  patients  of  Pacca,  Berhampore  and  Patna  Mental  Hospitals. 
To  obviate  this  difficulty  photographs  of  all  the  patients  were  taken  in  1929, 
This  is  absolutely  essential,  specially  in  a  large  mental  hospital  like  this  from 
both  administrative  and  scientific  points  of  view. 

29.  Hospital  gardens. — The  vegetable  garden  was  started  in  1926,  in 
order  to  make  the  hospital  self-supporting  as  far  as  the  supply  of  vegetables 
js  concerned.  It  covers  an  area  of  nearly  80  acfQS  of  land  and  the  daily 
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supply  of  green  vegetables  to  the  full  requirement  of  the  hospital  (9  to 
10  maunds  daily)  was  constant  and  regular  throughout  the  triennium  under 
review.  In  addition,  fruits,  e.g.,  papayas,  guavas,  bananas,  peaches,  mangoes, 
etc.,  were  also  supplied  to  the  patients  from  the  hospital  orchard  during  1928 
and  1929.  Besides,  surplus  vegetables  were  sold  to  the  public  at  the  prevailing 
market  rates. 

Bor  want  of  adequate  water-supply  potatoes  could  not  be  grown  during 
the  triennium  under  notice.  But  the  managing  committee  have  since 
approved  of  my  proposal  to  provide  four  wells  in  the  garden  area.  The 
present  source  of  irrigation  is  only  a  tank  and  a  portion  of  sullage  water  of 
the  hospital.

The  grain  gola  which  was  built  for  the  purpose  of  storing  grains  is  being 
partly  utilized  since  1929  for  experiments  in  the  storage  of  grains  which  is 
still  being  carried  on  by  the  Imperial  Entomologist  of  the  Agricultural 
Research  Institute,  Pusa.  The  whole  year’s  consumption  of  rice  and  dal  will 
be  purchased  in  the  cheapest  season  and*  scientifically  stored  in  the  bins  of  the 
grain  gola. 

31.  Finance. — (a)  Receipts. — The  receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to 
Bs.  20,066  in  1929  as  compared  with  Us.  18,267  in  1928  and  Rs.  14,074  in 
1927.  The  following  table  shows  the  total  amount  realised  from  paying 
patients  and  also  the  miscellaneous  receipts  which  include  the  sale  proceeds 
of  articles  manufactured  by  patients  and  of  vegetables  grown  in  the  vegetable 
garden  of  the  Hospital.

The  progressive  increase  in  the  receipt  is  due  to  the  larger  amount  of 
fees  realised  from  paying  patients  and  also  increased  sale  of  manufactured 
articles  and  garden  produce. 

(6)  Expenditure. — The  total  expenditure  exclusive  of  the  amount  received 
from  the  paying  patients  and  miscellaneous  receipts  was  Its.  7,60,978-7-1,  in 
1929  against  Rs.  6,34,085-1-6  in  1928  and  Bs.  6,24,327-5-9  in  1927,  of  which 
the  Public  Works  Department  charges  including  waterworks  and  electrical 
charges  amounted  to  Bs.  2,34,916-15-4  in  1929  as  compared  with 
Bs.  1,58,147-15-9  in  1228  and  Bs.  95,291  in  1927. 

(c)  Annual  average  cost  per  patient. — The  annual  average  cost  per  head 
during  the  triennium  under  review  is  shown  in  the  subjoined  table.

The  increase  in  the  cost  per  head  inclusive  of  Public  Works  Department 
charges  is  due  to  the  increased  expenditure  for  the  construction  of  various 
buildings  as  mentioned  in  paragraph  (b)  above.  Ten  subordinate  quarters 
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and  fourteen  sets  cf  Attendants’  quarters  were  constructed  in  1929  in  addition 
to  several  other  minor  works  projects.  The  following  statement  will  show 
the  progressive  rise  in  the  expenditure  under  Public  Works  Department 
charges  : —

The  following  factors  are  particularly  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the 
cost  per  head  exclusive  of  Public  Works  Department  charges  in  the  year 
3929. 

The  figures  dealt  with  in  this  report  are  only  up  to  the  end  of  every 
calendar  year  and  hence,  according  to  financial  year,  if  any  expenditure  is 
incurred  in  January,  Pebruary  or  March,  the  same  is  excluded  from  the 
preceding  year’s  annual  report.  For  example,  the  increase  in  expenditure 
under  head  clothing  and  bedding  in  1929,  viz.,  Rs.  43,850  as  compared  with 
Rs.  19,982  in  1928  is  due  to  the  fact  that  more  than  Rs.  30,000  was  spent  in 
the  last  quarter  of  the  financial  year  1928-29  out  of  the  grant  of  that  year  and 
Rs.  15,000  later  in  the  year  1929  out  of  the  grant  of  1929-30.  But  taking 
the  average  figures  of  expenditure  for  the  three  years  under  this  head,  it 
will  be  seen  that  there  is  no  increase. 

There  has  also  been  increase  in  the  cost  of  diet  in  1929  as  compared  with 
1928.  It  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  extra  expenditure  on  account  of  purchase 
of  extra  rice  and  dal  in  1929  for  carrying  out  experiment  in  the  grain  gola  as 
well  as  the  cost  of  experiment  itself  has  been  included  under  head  “Diet.” 
This  extra  rice  purchased  in  1929  will  he  consumed  in  1930.  Besides,  more 
fruits  from  the  hospital  garden  were  supplied  to  the  patients  in  1929  the 
cost  of  which  was  added  to  the  expenditure  of  diet.  Again  the  rates  for 
dietary  articles  for  the  year  1929-30  were  slightly  higher  than  those  of 
1928-29,  which  also  contributed  partly  towards  the  increase  in  the  expenditure 
per  head.  The  increase  in  expenditure  under  head  “Rates  and  Taxes”  is 
also  partly  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the  total  cost  per  head.  More 
telephones  were  installed  during  the  year  1929.  The  rents  for  two  financial 
years  were  paid  in  one  calendar  year  in  the  same  way  as  explained  above  under 
“  Clothing  and  Bedding.  ” 

Moreover  there  was  increase  in  the  expenditure  under  head  “  Establish¬ 
ment  ”  owing  to  the  following  additional  staff  having  been  entertained  in 
1929:— 

Two  more  nurses. 

One  head  store-keeper. 

One  sub-assistant  surgeon. 

One  assistant  weaving  instructor. 

Besides,  the  average  number  of  patients  in  1929  was  less  than  those  of 
the  previous  years  (see  paragraph  9)  and  hence,  the  total  cost  had  to  be  shared 
by  less  number  of  patients  than  in  the  previous  years  thus  resulting  in  the 
proportionate  increase  per  head  during  1929  as  compared  with  those  of  1928 
and  1927. 

32.  Staff. — Statement  no.  IX  shows  the  sanctioned  establishment  of  the 
hospital  at  the  end  of  the  triennium  under  review'. 

The  entertainment  of  the  following  additional  staff,  although  sanctioned, 
had  to  be  kept  in  abeyance  for  w^int  of  budget  provision.  Necessary  provision 
has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  1930-31. 

(1)  Two  nurses. 

(2)  One  Subedar  Major. 

(3)  One  male  compounder. 

(4)  One  weaving  instructress. 
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Attendants . — The  standard  of  work  of  the  Attendant  Staff  has  improved 
to  a  certain  extent  but  there  is  still  room  for  further  improvement.  They 
are  being  gradually  trained  in  this  new  line  of  work  for  which  classes  in  First 
Aid  and  Mental  Nursing  were  held  in  1928  and  1929. 

In  consequence  of  the  construction  of  additional  quarters  in  1929  the 
housing  conditions  have  improved.  Many  of  the  staff  who  were  without 
quarters  or  shared  rooms  with  others  are  now  provided  xv  ith  suitable  separate 
quarters. 

Health  of  staff. — The  general  health  of  the  staff  was  good  throughout 
the  triennium  under  report. 

33.  Commendation. — I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  majority  of  the 
staff  have  ably  assisted  me  in  the  administration  of  the  hospital  and  it  is 
perhaps  invidious  to  select  a  few  names  and  leave  out  others.  I  would, 
however,  like  to  bring  to  notice  the  work  of  the  following  : — 

1.  Dr.  G.  Sahay,  m.  b  ,  First  Assistant  Superintendent,  carried  out  his 
multifarious  duties  with  great  tactfulness. 

(2)  Dr.  Kalyan  Krishna  Ghose,  senior  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon,  rendered 
splinded  service  in  the  management  of  the  difficult  cases  in  the  Infirmary. 

(3)  Mr.  P.  S.  Marley,  Steward,  displayed  commendable  zeal  and  fore¬ 
sight  in  performing  the  very  difficult  and  responsible  duties  of  his  department. 

(4)  The  office  work  has  been  under  the  able  supervision  of  the  Bead 
Assistant  Babu  li.  R.  Biswas,  whose  devotion  to  duty  in  spite  of  great 
personal  bereavements  is  worthy  of  admiration. 

(5)  Babu  Ram  Nandan  Sahay,  Accountant,  has  been  a  very  steady  and 
thorough  worker  all  through  and  has  a  sound  knowledge  in  Account  rules. 

(6)  Maulavi  Fashihur  Ptahman,  the  senior  Garden  Overseer,  showed 
uniform  diligence  in  the  successful  management  of  the  hospital  garden. 

34.  General. — The  hospital  was  visited  several  'times  by  the  Inspector- 
General  of  Civil  Hospitals,  Bihar  and  Orissa,  during  the  period  under  review.

(10)  Several  members  of  the  Bihar  and  Orissa  Legislative  Council  and 
also  by  numerous  sympathisers,  Europeans  and  Indians  of  both 
sexes. 

35.  The  Committee  of  Visitors. — Both  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  have  worked  throughout  the  period  under  review  Tvith 
unremitting  zeal. 

The  Committee  of  Lady  Visitors  failed  thrice  in  1927  and  twice  in  1928 
to  hold  the  monthly  meetings  for  want  of  a  quorum.  The  failure  is  attributed 
to  the  small  number  of  lady  visitors  as  already  mentioned  in  the  previous 
Annual  Reports.  Dr.  Miss  P.  K.  Singh,  the  only  medical  officer  on  the  Ladies 
Committee  rendered  very  valuable  service  by  attending  ail  the  meetings 
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throughout  the  period  under  report  except  for  a  few  months  when  she  was 
on  leave  on  account  of  ill  health. 

36.  Managing  Committee. — This  was  constituted  in  1927  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  persons  were  duly  appointed  by  the  Governments  of  Bengal  and  Bihar 
and  Orissa.  The  function  of  the  Committee  is  to  advise  the  Government  of 
Bihar  and  Orissa  on  all  questions  affecting  the  general  administration  or  future 
development  of  the  hospital  which  may  be  referred  to  it  by  Government  or 
raised  by  it  on  its  own  initiative. 

The  Committee  met  four  times  since  its  constitution  during  the  triennium 
under  report  and  dealt  with  various  important  propositions.

The  triennial  report  on  the  European  Mental  Hospital  at  Ranchi  for  the  years 
1927-29. 

The  number  of  patients  in  this  hospital,  in  which  the  accommodation 
was  slightly  increased  from  198  to  206  during  the  period  under  review^,  showed 
a  steady  increase  which  reflects  its  growing  popularity.  The  total  number 
of  patients  resident  at  the  beginning  of  each  of  the  three  years  of  the 
previous  triennium  averaged  158  and  during  the  triennium  under  review 
averaged  192.  Another  point  of  interest  about  these  statistics  is  that  the 
average  number  of  female  patients  (96)  was  exactly  the  same  as  that  of 
male  patients  and  was  20  higher  than  in  the  previous  triennium.  There 
were  only  6  criminal  patients  in  the  hospital  last  year.  More  than  half  the 
patients  came  from  Bengal  and  about  a  quarter  of  the  rest  from  the 
United  Provinces.  An  average  of  only  17  came  from  Bihar  and  Orissa. 

2.  The  report  contains  interesting  statistics  and  information  about  the 
various  curative  methods  employed  by  Liut. -Colonel  Berkeley-Hill  and  his 
staff.  His  experiment  of  doing  away  with  the  complete  segregation  of  sexes, 
which  was  started  in  the  second  year  of  the  triennium,  is  reported  to  have 
been  completely  successful,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  hear  from  Col.  Berkeley- 
Hill  that  his  visits  to  one  or  two  similar  institutions  in  England  and  in  America 
(wtiich  he  had  an  opportunity  of  visiting  as  a  delegate  of  the  Government  of 
India  to  a  Conference  of  Psychiatrists  at  the  Yale  University)  satisfied  him 
that  the  European  Mental  Hospital  at  Ranchi  was  being  run  on  really  up-to- 
date  lines.  The  report  indeed  shows  clearly  that  occupational  therapy 
has  reached  a  high  state  of  development.  The  occupational  therapy  building 
was  completed  in  the  first  year  of  the  triennium,  and  recent  improvements 
include  cement  work,  a  cookery  class,  raffia  work  and  mattress  making. 
The  personal  interest  which  Colonel  Berkeley-Hill  displays  in  his  patients  and 
the  way  in  which  entertainments  and  amusements  are  organised  for  them 
is  well  known  to  all  residents  of  Ranchi,  as  well  as  to  the  visitors  to  the  mental 
hospital. 

3.  The  decrease  in  the  average  receipts  for  the  triennium  (in  thousands 
of  rupees)  from  6,98  to  4,69  has  not  been  explained  in  the  report,  but  is, 
Government  understand,  due  to  the  fact  that  heavy  loans  were  taken  in  the 
previous  triennium.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  mean  expenditure  from 
3,35  to  3,40  (excluding  Public  Works  and  Public  Health  Department  charges) 
and  of  the  annual  cost  per  patient  from  Rs.  1,730  to  Rs.  1,989. 

4.  Government  desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  their  efficient  management  of  the  hospital  and  the  visitors  for  the  help 
which  as  usual  they  gave  and  to  record  again  their  appreciation  of  the  ex¬ 
ceptional  abilities  and  devotion  to  his  work  displayed  by  Liut. -Colonel 
Berkeley-Hill.  They  also  desire  to  convey  their  thanks  to  Dr.  Pacheco  for 
successfully  administering  the  hospital  during  the  permanent  Superinten¬ 
dent’s  absence  on  leave  for  nearly  a  year  in  all  during  the  period,  and  to  the 
staff  and  musing  sisters.

Triennial  report  on  the  working’  of  the  Ranchi  Indian  Mental  Hospital  for  the  years 

1 927,  1928  and  1929.

As  the  last  triennial  report  covered  the  years  1924 — 26  and  the  Iudian 
Mental  Hospital  at  Ranchi  was  not  opened  till  September  1925,  this  is  the 
first  complete  triennial  report  of  the  working  of  this  institution,  to  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  which  the  Government  of  Bengal  contribute  three  quarters  and 
the  Government  of  Bihar  and  Orissa  one  quarter  of  the  cost. 


2.  The  total  number  of  patients  which  the  hospital  was  built  to  accom¬ 
modate  is  1,014  male  and  272  female,  i.e.,  1,286  in  all,  and  Of  this  total 
accommodation  thrEe  quarters  is  reserved  for  patients  from  Bengal.  The 
Superintendent  has  emphasised  the  difficulties  experienced  throughout  the 
triennium  owing  to-shortage  of  accommodation  and  that  the  total  number  of 
beds  is  162  less  than  the  combined  total  of  the  three  hospitals  which  it 
supplanted.  The  number  of  male  patients  on  the  1st  of  January  of  each  of  the 
three  years  under  review  was  in  excess  of  the  scheduled  accommodation  by 
156,  146  and  51,  respectively;  and  though  the  number  of  female  patients  was 
always  less  than  the  accommodation  provided  for  them  the  overcrowding  of 
male  patients  has  constituted  a  very  difficult  administrative  problem.  Of  the 
total  number  of  male  patients,  nearly  half  have  every  year  fieen  criminals,  and 
numerous  patients,  dangerous  as  well  as  non-dangerous,  have  had  to  be  refused 
admission  every  year.  Government  with  the  assistance  of  the  Managing 
Committee  have  attempted  to  solve  this  problem  of  congestion  in  various  ways. 
A  scheme  of  expansion  has  been  worked  out  which,  when  complete  effect  is 
given  to  it,  will  provide  for  1,600  patients,  this  is  the  largest  number  with 
which,  in  Government’s  opinion,  a  single  institution  under  one  administrative 
head  can  deal  effectively.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  construction  of 
various  buildings,  including  dangerous  and  quiet  patients’  blocks,  paying 
patients’  wards,  a  border  line  block,  a  recreation  room  and  so  on.  But  the 
serious  financial  difficulties  with  which  both  Governments  are  now  faced  has 
made  it  impracticable  to  find  the  capital  cost  of  any  of  the  new  buildings.  The 
necessity  of  providing  attendants’  quarters  simultaneously  with  every  increase 
in  the  nnmber  of  beds  adds  greatly  to  the  capital  cost  of  expansion  ;  and  in 
the  present  financial  situation  the  problem  of  finding  the  recurring  cost  is 
even  more  serious.  Plans  and  estimates  are  (however  now  ready  for  almost 
all  the  additional  buildings  so  that  there  need  be  no  delay  in  constructing 
them  when  funds  are  available.  Meanwhile  a  serious  attempt  has  been  made, 
not  without  success,  to  discharge  to  the  care  of  friends  and  relatives 
the  class  of  incurable  but  harmless  patients  who  formed  such  a  large  proportion 
of  the  inmates  when  the  institution  was  opened.  Magistrates  have  also  been 
given  definite  instructions  to  avoid  sending  this  type  of  patients  for  admis¬ 
sion  ;  and  it  is  due  to  these  efforts  that  the  progressive  decrease  in  the  excess  of 
male  patients  over  the  scheduled  accommodation  must  be  ascribed.  Govern¬ 
ment  have  permitted  the  Superintendent  to  admit  fifty  patients  in  excess  of 
this  standard,  but  such  admissions  are  confined  rigidly  to  dangerous  patients, 
most  of  them  confined  in  jails. 
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3.  In  the  circumstances  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph  curative 
treatment  must  obviously  be  carried  on  under  serious  disadvantages.  In  the 
three  years  only  63,  67  and  60  paying  patients  could  he  admttted;  nor  is  there 
any  suitable  accommodation  for  them.  A  scheme  has  however  almost  been 
worked  out  for  constructing  paying  patients’  wards  and  for  changing  a  scale  of 
fees  which  when  the  wards  are  full  should  make  them  completely  self-support¬ 
ing.  Again  the  progressive  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  cures  to  admissions 
which  was  27*41  in  1927,  27'36  in  1928,  and  18*60  in  1929  may  reasonably  be 
ascribed  to  the  fact  that  in  the  last  two  years  the  Superintendent  has  been 
unable  to  admit  any  but  dangerous  patients  who  are  mostly  incurable.  It  is 
therefore  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  daily  average 
strength,  which  was  3*30,  3*41  and  1*91  in  the  three  years  has  decreased 
appreciably  as  has  also  the  daily  average  number  of  sick  patients  which  was 
65*45,  68*67  and  o7‘42  in  each  of  the  three  years.  Meanwhile  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  treatments  by  hydrotherapy  (9,  39  and 
43)  in  the  three  years  ;  the  weaving  section  has  been  considerably  expanded, 
and  to  those  who  remember  the  Patna  Mental  Hospital  the  list  of  amusements 
which  includes  dramatic  performances,  a  radio  set,  concert  performances, 
feasts  and  picnics,  makes  pleasant  reading. 

4.  The  more  interesting  figures  relating  to  finance  are  first  those  of  the 
increase  in  receipts  which  rose  (in  thousands  of  rupees)  from  14  in  1927  to  18 
in  1928  and  to  20  in  1929  and  which  was  due  mainly  to  an  increase  in  sales  of 
manufactures  and  vegetables  from  the  vegetable  garden,  and  secondly  those  of 
the  average  annual  cost  per  patient  which  stood  at  Rs.  375,  Rs.  357  and 
Rs.  418,  exclusive  of  Public  Works  Department  charges,  and  including  those 
charges,  at  Rs.  442,  Rs.  475  and  Rs,  605  in  the  three  years.  The  increase  in 
these  charges  was  due  to  an  inevitable  increase  in-  construction  expenditure 
which  amounted  to  95,  1,58  and  2,30  in  each  of  the  three  years.  The  quarters 
required  for  the  existing  staff  according  to  the  present  scale  of  accommodation 
are  now  almost  completed  except  quarters  for  the  matron  and  nurses,  for  which 
funds  have  not  yet  been  found. 

5.  The  thanks  of  Government  are  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Managing 
Committee  for  the  valuable  assistance  which  they  have  rendered  ;  to  the 
visitors  for  the  encouragement  which  they  have  given  to  the  patients  by  their 
visits,  to  Major  Dhunjibhoy  for  the  energy  and  administrative  ability  with 
which  he  has  continued  to  run  the  institution,  and  to  Dr.  P.  C.  Das,  for 
successfully  carrying  on  the  administration  in  Major  Dhunjibhoy’s  absences.
